‘family living underneath pi nid roof saw ùo 
more of each otber than though an ocean di- 
vided them, Day by day tho little one-grew 
| wéaker, and finally it was ‘plain that it must 
die. Then the father was taken to eée his boy, 
and the ttle family were for a few minutes 
united. Another occasion the father saw the

He was- alive, but very weak, 
After the father was again locked up in his 
cell the little one died in bis mother’s arme.

The Queen of Sheha was Queen of Abyasinia; 
after Ber visit tq Jerusalem. where the saw all 
the wisdom and the glory of Bolomon, snd 
after her returh into her own kingdom abe gave 
birth to a eon; the lad was eent to Jerusalem, 
where he was educated by his father, and upon 
hia return with a numerous troop, he sabia: 
gated the land and trirsmitted bis dominion 
to bis posterity. It is unnecessary to trace the 
decadence of the Solomonic dynasty, Sufficient 
to any that the barbarian Gallon overran tho 
er-cslled Christians. one of their chieftains 
subjngating the Christian Province of Amara, 
and also the Province of Chos, Godjam, and 
Thegri. Although the Princes of these tribes 
were Moslems, they professed Christianity. A

THE BONES OF THAR CHEAT 


— The ribs and the sternum, of breasi-bone 
form the cavity called the chest, lu which the 
lunge and heart are lodgod. There are seven 
true, or long riba on side, reaching from 
the spina] column in an oblique direction 
downward, and round to the breast bone, and 
five false ribs, or Short ones which start from 
the spine and only ronpi. pan of the way 
round, where they are lodged in the muscular 
tisauc, by thelr cartilages. 
Each of the riba ia articulated in the spine,

I 
know that be has been accused of habitnal 
profanity, and drunkenness, and falsehood, fad 


immorality, and impiety of the grosacet sort, 


but there in no truth in these charges; and to 
day su J are belleved by no one who has paid 
the alightest attention to the evidence that has 
been adduced Indeed they would never have 
been heard of at all, had it not been for the ex- 
traordinary nature of many parts of Paine 'i ca- 
reer; the bitternessof the times im which he 
lived; and 3 the plainness and the 4 
dality with which he expressed his views on 
all religions subjects. aino was nota model 
man in some important respects, For exim- 
ple, he lacked the domestic virtues; at least he 
gave but little evidence of their on to 
any great extent, possibly the fault was in bis 
circumstances, however, sasn man without a 
family, and not in himself. Ho was deficient 
also In the higher sensibilities of the soul, in 
reverence and faith, and the sentiment of de- 
votion. In fact, a certain coarseness of fibre, 
with a consequent d ard of what msy be 
termed the amenities of life, seams to nave 
been a part of his essential nature. But if the 
oak was gnarled, it had, nevertheless, great 
strength; if the ore was hard gad rough, there 
was gold in It, and that too of the finest quali 
t And perhaps it was there very defects, if 
defects wo may call thom, that helped to fit 
Thomas Paine for the age d which be lived, 
and the part which he bad to play ia it.

orned beauty and strength of the ideas and 
rinciples for which he eo bravely contended. 
‘L_ mention, therefore, as the first grand char 
acteristic of Thomas Paine, his genuine phl- 
lanthropy. Yuu way search the world over 
my friends, and go through all history an 
not fod a trur, s more devoted friend of hu 
manity than was he. The world ls my coun 
try, to do good my religlon," was no idle boast 
on his part. When some one said; '' Where 
liberty la, there ls my country," he replied 
Waere liberty is not, there is my country,” 
and immediately he hastened thither that he 
might establisti it. His pen, bis tongue, his 
slender fortune, his life even, were at the ser- 
vice always of his follow men, He espoused 
the cause of the E iglish and of the French as 
nee and as carnestly as that of hia beloved 
Americans. Ono of bis first publications was 
a littla work written against the African slave 
trade. To be sure, his sympathies were chief 
ly with the masses; but that was because the 
masses wero in his age, the poor, the oppross 
ed, and the sufferiog. And yet, as wo have 
am, he could interfere in the behalf of princ 
es, if he saw that thoy were defonceless and 
maltreated. But at the same time, he had re 
gard for tho wants and woes of individua's, as 
as woll as of commuhltles; and nfany are the 
anecdotes told of him,which prove conclusive 
ly that in his private lite, ho accompanied a 
warm and affsctionate heart with an open and 
liberal hand. There are those who love man- 
kind indeed, bnt they love their essa, their 
mofey, or thelr reputation more. “Thomas 
Paine, both living and dying, devoted his 
greatest energles, with the us of such resource 
es of Whatever. sort as h chanced to possosa, 
to tho help of the needy, , the 


the youngerand portionless members of his 
asocial circle, and the support and comfort of 
the aged and destitute. Mos’ literally did he 
observe the command “ B ar yo one anothor's 
burdens, and so fulfil the law of Christ.” 

Tho next marked characteristic which was 
possessed by Thomas Paine was bis extraordi. 
say intelligence. He wasa philosopher na 
well as a philanthropist. He had light as well 
as heat in that great soul of his. His bead 
was as strong and clear as his heart was gener 
ous. "Whathe wrote true nature and 
his soul and bis pen ccf wont together.” His 
books fairly glitter with simple, compact, togi- 
cal statements tht carry conviction to the 
dullest and most prejudiced. “He had the 
happiest possible way of putting the case, In 
asking questions in such a way that they sn- 
ow emecivea, and in stating his premises 
10 clearly that lhe deduction could not be 
avoided o saw not only the outward evils 
of-epciety, but their hidden causes as well, aod 
therefore he was able to polat out the method 
of thelr curo. For eximplo, ne traced the 
greater portion of the poverty, the wretched- 
ness, the vice, aud cfime of human society to 
the existence in the world of partial aud wick 
ed lawa of corrupt institutions, of unnatural 
and inhuman systems of government in both 
the Chprch and State, 


He saw the inevitable connection between 
tyranny sod superstition; between ignorance 
and credullty among tho masses, and the op- 
pression and plunder which their rulers prac- 
ticed. He measured the ex'ent of hereditary 
influence and despotic power and compared it 
most wisely with the tendency of republican 
institutions and popular forms of government, 
to bless or curse mankind, Education, law, 
commerce, religion, taxation, and gocia! sel- 
ence, were among the subjects which ho care 
fully studied and wrote upon with remarkable 
clearness freedom from error, In fact, be 
was in all respects enlightened and liberal far 
beyond hig age. Aud even now you will find 
but few, my friends, who como up to the 
standard that Thomas Paine has set, in all mat- 
tars of the higbeat human loterest and pureult, 
for those who came after him. How greatly 
in advance, thereof, he must have been of the 
times ho lived! 

And hero we have tho princips! reason why 
his namo was made Infamous by t-o ecclesias- 
ticsof his day.

These consist of the famur, or thigh bone, 
the tibia and @bula, or bones of the leg, the 
\areal or ankle bone, the mets-tarsal or bones of 
the foot, the phalanges of the toes, and the 
prala or knee cap. The thigh bone le the 
Ongest, and largest bene of the body; it laa 
strong round bone having a neck, or lrocanter, 
which ex.ends obliquely inwards and is zur. 
mounted by the hoad of the bone, a large 
round ball, that fta into the acetabulum and 
forma a very strong ball and socket julat, bav 
in prost freedom of motion, The form of 

bond indicates that man is to stand and

Tho lower end of the bone ia large and broad, 
forming the condylea so shaped an to _conoect 
with the bones of the leg, and form a perfect 
hinge jolot, The largest bone of the leg ts 
dal led the bia; it haa approminence to form the 
joint with the thigh bono, and also at the low.

of the leg. The ankle bones are seven in num 
bor and bound together by numerous ligamen 
tary bands; to these the five bones of the foot 
are attached, These are so arranged as to pre

The great toe has two bonoa, and eschfof the 
othera have three. The toes being separated 
from each other add very much to the power 
of standing, walking or running. 

The patella or knee cap ia a dittened disk 
nearly round.

The bones are subject to fractures, dialoca 
tions and discatea. There is alwaye provision 
inado by strong ligamenta and bands to retain 
the bones in Weir j ints, yet by violence many 
of em may/be put out of joint, when this- 
bappena the muscles are generally thrown Into 
spasma, so thht itis diMicult to reduce the dis 
location, Sincdthe introduction of chloroform 
wo are ablo to pvercome thia resistance, and 
there ia peuldom‘inuch ditiiculty in reducing lux- 
ations, Formerly persons were compelled to 
undergo great violence in these canes Mom ol 
the bones are Mable to fracture, but there is a 
wonderful provision made for the reunion of 
broken bones. Ifthe parts are nicely adjusted 
and firmly secured in place, the healing pro. 
cean ooon Commences. The bonesare covered 
with a thick, frm membrane, called the perloa- 
toum, which carries most of the veasela of nu- 
trition and growth. When a-thacture occurs 


this membrane becomes inritited and throws |

that Ita eflecta have, according to somo bistori- 
ans, been co powerful as to affect the mind of 
ie individual upon whom they fall; that oven 
( “fer triumphs, the triumpbants have boen 
made sick in apirit by the evil aye" of look- 
ers on, In moat modern European nations, in 
their earlier ages, the fear of the fascination 
of children by an evil eye, mado nurses very 
careful how they made strangers look upon 
them. In Spain it was called mat de o jos, and 
any One who was suspected of having an i 
eye," while regarding a child was forced to say, 
"God bloss It.“ 

This notion, however la far more ancient 
than the name of Eagland. Tho Grocks and 
Romans gave credit tolt when they were in 
their high career of glory. We fod in many 
ancient writers, allusion to the malicious lnflu- 
ence of what they call tha vicious,” or *' evil 
eye." Theocritus, Horace, Perslus, Juvenal,
